WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Jimmy Carter today intoned the 
solemn oath of the presidency and 
asked the American people to go forth 
with him into the nation’s third 
century with “a new beginning ... a 
new dedication ... a new spirit.” 


In a simple ceremony almost as old 
as the Republic, the Georgia dirt 
farm er—echoing the populist theme 
that swept him to victory over an 
incum bent — acknow ledged the 
awesome burdens he faces as the 
nation’s 39th president. 


‘‘You have given 
me a 
great 
responsibility, to stay close to you, to 
be worthy of you, and to exemplify 
what you are ,” he said. 
‘‘Let us learn together and laugh 
together and work together and pray 
together—confident that in the end we

after Vice President Walter Mondale 
was sworn in by Speaker Thomas 
O’Neill. 


Carter’s address broke no new 
ground. It was a philosophical speech, 
gentle in tone but firm in its com­ 
mitment to human dignity and the 
American 
dream. 
He 
urged 
moderation 
in 
striving 
for 
that 
dream—lest the natural resources of 
a great nation be drained. 
‘‘More is not necessarily better,” he 
declared. 
He rattled no sabers, but said U.S. 
military strength must be ‘‘so suf­ 
ficient that it need never be proven in 
combat.” 
He pledged that America will be 
“ever vigilant and never vulnerable, 
and we will fight our wars against 
poverty, ignorance and injustice—for 
those are the enemies against which 
our forces can be honorably m ar­ 
shalled.” 
Carter, as is his habit, awakened 
early on his big day. With President 
Ford at his side, Carter rode in a 
black limousine up 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue, “The Avenue of Presidents,” 
to 
the 
U.S. 
Capitol 
for 
the 
inauguration ceremony. 


Yet to come before the rigorous day 
culminated at last in the White House 
were the 2^ -hout parade back down 
Pennsylvania Avenue to the White 
House, and the seven gala parties 
expected to draw 60,000 celebrants. 
Ironically, it was two years ago 
today 
that 
C arter 
launched 
his 
million-to-one presidential bid with a 
speech in Baton Rouge, La. 
Then he was “Jim m y Who?” 
Now he is “ Mr. President.”

TP&L Boosts Service 


Substations Planned 
For Northwest Area 


Texas Power & Light Co. will 
bolster service in Plano in 1977, ac­ 
cording 
to 
TP&L 
manager 
Jim 
Taylor. 
Taylor said the company will install 
two new substations to serve the 
rapidly expanding areas in the nor­ 
thwest part of the city. The work is 
part of a $299,400,000 construction 
expenditure TP&L plans to make in 
1977. 
In a related move, TP&L will be 
asking for a rate increase from the 
Plano City Council Monday night, 
Jan. 24, which—if granted—would 
raise company revenues by some $135 
million. 


The 
34-percent 
rate 
increase 
proposal is expected to be suspended, 
however, due to a 120-day suspension 
ordered by the Texas Public Utility 
Commission. 
The 
expenditure 
announced 
Wednesday will be necessary to meet 
the growing demands of customers 
and is part of the company’s long- 


range planning to ensure an adequate 
supply of electricity for the future. 
Taylor said. JP& L is now serving 
nearly 2,000,000 persons in 51 counties 
of Texas and demand for service is 
expected to double in the next ten 
years. 
Much 
of 
the 
construction 
ex­ 
penditure in 1977 involves new electric 
generating facilities which will use 
lignite coal and nuclear fuel. This 
construction is necessary because of 
uncertain supplies of natural gas and 
a State of Texas order which will 
make gas unavailable in sufficient 
quantities for generating the elec­ 


tricity required by TP&L customers. 
T e x a s Power & Light has been 
acquiring lignite deposits in East 
Texas for more than 30 years. Texas 
lignite, a soft coal, is low in sulpher 
content 
and 
presents 
fewer 
en­ 
vironmental 
problems 
than 
most 
other forms of coal. 
In 1976, 33 percent of the electricity 
supplied to TP&L customers was 
generated by lignite-fueled plants. 
The greater use of this more available 
and less expensive fuel resulted in an 
$80 
million 
savings 
for 
TP&L 
customers, according to company 
officials. 
By the end of 1978. TP&L expects to 
be generating more than 60 percent of 
its electricity at lignite-fueled plants 
Long-range planning calls for 72 
percent lignite generation, 12 percent 
from nuclear units, IO percent from 
gas and oil, and six percent from New 
Mexico coal within ten years.

Polly’s Pointers 


Vinegar presses 
crease in hems 


By Polly Cramer 


DEAR READERS — Perhaps there is no Pointer that 
I have passed on to others more times than the following 
one that has proved invaluable to me and my friends and 
is especially timely now when some of us are having to 
let down our skirt hems a bit. 
DEAR POLLY — I think mothers will bless this idea. After 
a hem is ripped out, sponge over the hem crease with two 
parts of white vinegar and one part water and then steam 
press. The crease will press right out. This works on wools as 
well as cottons. (Polly’s note — When using this on synthetic 
fabrics that I do not want to put the iron on directly, I wring a 
thin pressing cloth (a piece of old sheet is good) out of the 
vinegar water solution, put the cloth over the crease and then 
press with a hot iron, being very sure the iron never touches 
the fabric. When such lines are very stubborn I have often 
used straight white vinegar on the cloth.) 
DEAR POLLY — When taking toddlers to the beach take an 
old playpen along that has had the floor removed. When this 
frame is placed on the beach, with baby in it, he is in a safe 
place, within reach and can still play in the sand like the other 
youngsters. 
DEAR POLLY — Always carry some small paper plates in 
the car. When a child eats an ice cream cone or ice cream bar 
on a stick I cut a slit in a small paper plate and slip the stick or 
end of the cone through it. This prevents a lot of spills, spots 
and stains on their clothing. 
DEAR POLLY — Place a clean clothespin in the thumb and 
each finger of gloves after washing to keep them in good shape 
as they dry. Use only clean or plastic pins or stains may dry 
into the glove fabric. (Polly’s note — This is super for chamois 
gloves — mine never looked so good.) 
DEAR POLLY — Use a lollipop as a tongue depressor when 
checking a child’s sore throat and you will have a more willing 
patient. 
DEAR POLLY — I used to just grin and bear it when lady 
dinner guests blotted their lipstick on my linen napkins. Now I 
have solved the problem. Pour about a teaspoon or more of 
salad oil on each stain and rub the spot until the cloth is 
saturated through to the other side. The oil seems to melt the 
lipstick and laundering removes the oil. I apply this about five 
or ten minutes before putting the napkins in the wash. 
DEAR POLLY — After you have done some handy laundry, 
precious time is wasted trying to clear the basin of detent 
suds. I found that a little lathering of bar soap under the run­ 
ning tap will cause the suds to clear like magic. If they are 
very heavy, spread a bit of the soap lather along the sides of 
the basin. Hope this helps others with their rinsing problems.

Pet Airline 


Doing Well 


By RICK VAN SANT 
CINCINNATI (U P I) - 
Richard Burns runs an 
airline for pets. 
“ Business 
is 
good, 
although it’s just been dogs 
and cats so far, but I’m 
willing to fly any kind of pet 
that’s manageable." says 
the mild-mannered Cincin 
nati grandfather. 
While big airline com 
panies crate animals like 
cargo. 
Burns’ 
company 
features personalized ser 
vice 
"The dogs and cats sit on 
seats right with me in the 
plane.” he said in an in­ 
terview- 
His Animal 
Air 
Transport consists of one 
plane, his own single-engine 
four-seater, and one pilot, 
himself. 
The biggest selling point is 
Burns other occupation: 
he’s a veterinarian 
"I stress responsibility,” 
he said 
His veterinary 
career spans 23 years, and 
he operates an 
animal 
hospital in Cincinnati 
"A lot of people worry 
about the safety of their pets 
on big airlines, but I ve been 
flying pets for nearly four 
years now, and I haven't lost 
an animal yet People know 
the only way they will lose 
their pet is if I crash." 
He is as comfortable at the 
controls of a plane as he is 
with his animal passengers 
An Air Force major in 
World War II, he flew 73 
missions over the Solomon 
Islands in the Pacific. Both 
he and his plane now meet 
the same FAA requirements 
that apply to pilots of 
company 
planes 
for 
executive use 
He 
bought 
his 
plane 
originally for personal use 
” ... but found I wasn’t 
Hying it as much as I thought 
I would So to find a purpose 
for the plane. I came up with 
flying pets.” 
His market is bigger than 
most people might think 
Burns books a trip almost 
every weekend: 
"It s mainly when people 
movblgreat “distances They 
love their pets and want 
them to get good care when 
they travel.” 
Because the veterinarian 
works at his animal hospital 
throughout 
the week, 
he 
doesn’t 
feel 
obligated 
to 
make a profit on his weekend 
trips. 
“ I 
keep 
my 
rates 
relatively 
low 
to 
keep 
business up, ” he said "I get 
as much out of the trip as the 
owners of the pets I love to 
fly and go places.” 
His fares are 30 cents per 
air statute mile, and he only 
charges for one way. This 
means his 16 cents per mile 
operating cost totals 32 cents 
a mile for the round-trip 
Burns said he has had no 
bad experiences with the 
animals in the plane 
"I never lock dogs up in 
cages and they've always 
been good. Even when big 
dogs like boxers are hyper 
on the ground before the trip 
they seem to relax in the air. 
I don’t know if its the drone 
of the engine or what, but 
they usually just sack out on 
the seat beside me or behind 
me. 
"I also keep cats on the 
seat, but I do have to put 
them in a carrier because 
they're so curious. They 
would wander all over tho 
plane and before I knew it 
they’d be snooping around 
my feet on the rudders and 
we might have problems.” 
If bad weather forces an 
overnight stop in some inter­ 
mediate city, Burns and his 
animal passengers go to a 
motel. 
"I only go to motels where 
they accept animals,” he 
says. “ I never leave my 
passengers during the trip. 
lf I have to lay over and 
know I’ll be delayed in 
arriving, I always telephone 
the pet owner to let him 
know the pet is with me and 
safe.” 
Burns says he enjoys 
every trip.
